Field Day Tomorrow 
To Show Farmer Skills 

Preparations are ready for the first Farmers Field Day in 
crson County and in fact the first in the state of Kentucky, 
anting to Carl Lamar, teacher of agriculture at Jeffersontown 
High School and manager of the contests to be held tomorrow 
afternoon, May 11, at 1 o'clock 
the Hester farm one mile 
from Jeffersontown. 

Similar events are held in the 
Midwestern states, where plow- 
ing championships are established 
annually, but the local show con- 
ducted by the Jefferson County 
Board of Recreation will be an 
innovation east of the Mississippi. 

Awards will be given skilled 
plowman in two age classes, 
adults and boys under 21 years of 
age, and in three events in each 
class. 

The ability with which a 
testant can handle a one-horse 
plow or a tractor, two-furrow 
one-furrow outfit, will be judged 
according to straightness of fur- 
row, neatness of slice and burial 
of sod. Contestants may enter 
not later than one hour before 
each event. It will not be neces- 
sary for entries to furnish their 
own power, but they should make 
arrangements to use equipment 
that will be on the grounds. 

For the women and girls, there 
will be the milking contest under 
the direction of Bob Lytle, field 
agent for the local dairy co-opera- 
tive. Cows will be furnished and 
girl contestants will use a beer 
bottle for milk bucket. The judges 
will decide the winner on the 
basis of milk in the bottle, milk 
on the outside uf buttle, and milk 
on the ground.

We forgive and are ready to let 
it all be forgotten, when lo, the of- 
fender turns up with an even 
greater wrong, indignity or slnl 
Then there Is weeping and appar- 
ent repentance, followed almost at 
once by another offense. 

How long is this business to go 
on? The Jews said, "Three times, 
then let judgment fall." Peter, 
being a follower of Christ, went 
much farther. He would forgive sev- 
en times. Well, that's a lot of for- 
giveness; let us recognize that. Most 
of us haven't even gone as far as 
the Jews, and Peter is way ahead 

° But it Is not enoughl Forgiveness 
which has any limit set on it is not 
forgiveness at all. The very genius 
of forgiveness demands that we do 
not stand there with a measuring 
line or an account book. It must be 
from th* heart, without limit and 
without restraint. 

III. A Means for Attaining Great- 
ness (Mark 10:35-45). 

To want to be truly great for God 
is certainly not a sin. In a world 
which was rejecting Christ and get- 
ting ready to crucify him, this moth- 
er wanted her two boys to have a 
place of honor In the service of 
Christ. So far, so good; but then 
came the thing which spoiled it all 
- selfishness. 

To seek honor for oneself, or for 
those one loves in order that the 
ego might be inflated and self given 
a chance to show off, that is 
definitely unchristian. 

If then It is right to seek proper 
greatness, how may it be done? 
Verses 43-4J tell us. It is by way of 
sacrificial service, the denial of self. 

This world and Its kingdoms say 
that the one who serves Is Inferior 
to the one who is served. In the 
kingdom of Jesus It is the one who 
serves who is greatest. 

Where will such a path lead? For 
Christ it led to the -cross, and be- 
yond it the victory of resurrection 
day.

High wages are 
thirty-five to forty cents. The dis- 
play of articles from Brazil made 
Mrs. Wilkin's talk the more inter- 
esting.

KY'. CROP REPORT 

The unusually warm weather 
of March brought Kentucky small 
grains and pastures to a very ad- 
vanced condition by April 1, milk 
flow to a high level, and the rate 
of laying by hens to a high level 
from a moderately increased num- 
ber of hens on farms, according 
to the Louisville office of the U. 
S. Bureau of Agricultural Econo- 
mics. 

Pastures in Kentucky were re- 
ported by farmers April 1 as .95 
percent compared to 94 percent 
a year ago and a 10-year average 
condition (1935-44) of 75 percent 
April 1, while rye condition was 
95 percent April 1 compared to 92 
a year ago and 82 average as of 
April 1.

Cleanup To Prevent 
Fire, Says Thompson 

Fire Chief Claud Thompson 
urges citizens of this community 
make their first postwar 
Spring Cleanup a thorough job. 
He points out that the current 
housing shortage makes your 
present home a particularly pre- 
cious place; if it were destroyed, 
you probably couldn't replace it 
with a new one and you might 
not even be able to find materials 
to repair a partially damaged 
home.

"With 
people of so many lands so much 
in need, this is just the time to 
get rid of those old clothes. 
They're a fire hazard, too," the 
Chief points out. 

Urging an overhauling of the 
kitchen because it is the origin 
point of so many fires, the Chief 
says, "Accumulated grease in the 
oven or on top of the stove can 
give you a nasty surprise. It may 
flare up some day, burn you 
badly and start a costly fire. 
Check your kitchen closets; oily 
rags, if you have to keep them, 
should be in tightly covered 
metal containers.

State Leader Urges 
Food Production To 
Save Hungry People 

Production of a year-round 
food supply, coupled with a de- 
crease in the consumption of 
foods which will ship, such as 
wheat and fats, were recom- 
mended to farm and rural people 
by Miss Myrtle Weldon, state 
leader of home demonstration 
work, Kentucky College of Ag- 
riculture and Home Economics, 
as a means of alleviating severe 
food shortages in other countries. 

Miss Weldon praised farm and 
rural families for having done 
an excellent job during the war 
in growing gardens and other- 
wise adding to the food supply. 
"However," she said, "the time 
of relaxation will not arrive un- 
til the agriculture of war ravaged 
countries has been at least par- 
tially restored. Their immediate 
full production is impossible 
without seed, fertilizer and 
equipment, and with much of 
their farm land mined or pock- 
marked with bomb craters and 
full of shrapnel. The more we 
can produce, the more we can 
release to meet these needs so 
vital to building a lasting peace. 

"Let us remember that it is 
always good business for farm 
families to produce their own 
food supply in order to have the 
best at minimum cost, assure 
good nutrition, save money for 
the purchase of conveniences, 
improvements and comforts, and 
to protect the family against po- 
tential shortages. 

"A year-round food supply is 
the result of having a well plan- 
ned garden, home poultry flock, 
family cow, home butchered 
meat, and such supplementary 
products as are produced locally, 
such as sorghum, meal, flour and 
the like. It also entails conser- 
vation of foods by canning, dry- 
ing, freezing and storing." 

Producer Egg Price 

Minimum of 27c Doz. 

Moving jointly to call atten- 
tion to depressed producer egg 
prices, two agricultural officials 
here today called attention to 
provisions of the United States 
Department of Agriculture price 
support program under which 
egg producers may avail them- 
selves of a minimum average 
price of 27 cents a dozen, loose 

M. D. Royse and Thomas P. 
Cooper, State Directors of the 
United States Department of Ag- 



riculture's Production and Mar- 
keting Administration and of the 
Agricultural Extension Service, 
respectively, disclosed that re- 
ports indicate that, in more than 
20 of the State's 120 counties, 
farmers last week were receiving 
prices below the support level. 

'To meet this situation, to as 
sist producers in maintaining 
prices at profitable levels, and 
to help meet current export 
mitments," the two agricultural 
leaders said in their joint state- 
ment "The USDA has contract- 
ed with egg dryers in surplus 
areas to serve in supporting 
prices." Dryers must certify 
under their contracts with the 
Government that producers 
eggs bought for drying or for 
export of shipment have been 
paid no less than the support 
price, and pointed out that the 
27 cents a dozen support price 
is assured only for eggs weigh- 
ing 44 pounds or more per case, 
loose basis. 

Armour and Company in 
Louisville is the Kentucky plant 
now under contract to produce 
dried eggs for the Government 
under its price support program. 
Producers may contact county 
agents, home demonstration 
agents, or county AAA Offices 
for information on dealers pay- 
ing the support price or better 
for eggs.

The prizes total $5,000. The 
single Bourbon Beef steers will 
be divided into three classes- 
steers weighing 900 pounds 
less, steers weighing from 900 to 
1,050 pounds, and steers weigh- 
ing 1,050 pounds or more. The 
prizes in these three classes run 
from $100 for 1st to $10 for the 
15th premium. 
A Bourbon Beef steer is any 
eer or spayed heifer which has 
been fed dried solubles or distil- 
lers' dried grains as a supple- 
t to the ration. Both feeds 
by-products of the distiller- 
ies and consist of dehydrated 
stillage which is high in protein, 
vitamines and minerals.
